PAY PENALTY FOR HIS CRIME 


The Negro Murderer Is Thought To Be Surrounded in Gense 
Swamp Near Milner 


HIS ESCAPE IS IMPROBABLE 


Montee Mitchell, Negro, Was Shet Near 
Milner Last Night. 


PacrRVILLE CROWD 1S. AFTER HAS! 


Residents There Think He Is in That 
Vicinity and Atlanta  Detec- 
tives Wcnt Down Yesterday 
To Hunt the Negro 
with Dogs. 


Miiner, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—Sam 
Hose, the negro wanted in Coweta county 
for the murder of Alfred Cranford and the 
assaulting of his wife, is believed to be in 


hiding in a swamp near this place. A negro 


answering to his description was seen’ to 


ckulk into the dense woods skirting the 
swamp tonight shortly after dusk and two 
hours later more than 100 men, armed with 
pistols and shotguns, partially surrounded 
the place, leaving only gaps between them. 
Now the crowd has swelled to more than 
24) and as this is written report }reaches 
here of another large party en route to this 
place. 

The sister of Hose is said to reside near 
Milner and this being knowri the residents 
of Pike county, including the negroes, have 
been on the watchout for the fugitive. The 
description of Hose printed the morning 
after he committed his crime in The Consti- 
tution was carefully memorized by the peo- 
ple here and it was told to the negroes. 

Hose has secured a running mate, if the 
negro now about to be captured here is the 
murderer, for it was two men who slunk 
into the swamp tonight. They were seen by 
Bob Baker, a trustworthy darky, who ran 
to Milner, three miles distant, arriving here 
in an exhausted condition to tell the news. 
Searching parties at once set out for the 
swamp in which the two negroes are lo- 
cated, approaching from all sides. 

At a given signal tomorrow morning, prob- 
ably the firing of guns, the party will 
close in’ from all directions, forcing the 
negro to surrender if possible, but in no 
event allowing him to escape. 

Monroe Mitchell, a negro holding the 
friendship of all residents here, was shot 
tonight by mistake, owing to his Zeal in 
searching for Hose. 

Mitchell was walking through the woods, 
every sense on the alert for signs of the 
murderer, when he saw some one ap- 
proaching him. He called for a surrender 
and presented his pistol. The man supposed 
tv be Hose, but who was really Oscar Har- 
cen, a well-known citizen of Pike county, 
‘did not reply, and Mitchell fired twice at 
him. Mr. Harden, thinking he was being 
hela up by Hose, fired at Mitchell, the ball 
taking effect in his left sHoulder. 

Explanations were soon made. Mitchell 
Was brought to this place for treatment and 
his wound has been dressed by a surgeon. 
It is probable that a purse will be made up 
for him, as he was helping the whites when 
hurt, and will not be able to work for some 
time, 

A large number of those now surrounding 
the swamp came from Griffin, using all 
Manner of conveyances, from buggies to 
bicycles. From the country surrounding this 
Place farmers, merchants and many negroes 
have come to join in the search, and there 


is little possibility of Hose escaping.

ATLANTA ASKED TO AID. 


Detectives Leave for Greenville 
with Bloodhounds To Trail Hose. 


Yesterday afternoon Detective Sergeant 
Harvey Bedford and Detective Tom Bar- 
rett, of the Atlanta police department, 
left the city hurriedly with the noted blood- 
hounds that are used by Superintendent 
Donaldson, of the Fulton county convict 
chaingang, for the purpose of tracing Sam 
Hose, the negro who murdered Alfred Cran- 
ford and assaulted Mrs, Cranford at Pal- 
metto last Wednesday night. 

This move from Atlanta was the result 
of what, seems to be reliable information 
that Hose is now hiding two miles from 
Woodbury in the Cain Creek swamp. 

The tracking of the negro seen near 
Woodbury, who is supposed to be Hose, 
is an exciting chapter in the story of the 
pursuit of the negro fiend, and shows how 
he has been relentlessly followed by the 
people, who are determined that the brute 
shall be brought to justice and that he 
shall in some way meet a fate commensu- 
rate with the terrible double crime that 
he committed. 

Within an hour after the news of the 
crime became known in Palmetto Messrs. 
Daniel and Beckman, two merchants at 
Palmetto, started out to find the negro. 
Mr. Daniel is one of the merchants whose 
store Was destroyed by the incendiary fire 
at Palmetto, for which the guilty negroes 
were shot to death by a mob. 

The two men went to Sharpsburg, where 
they found an old coat and a pair of trous- 


| ers that were believed to have been dis- 


carded by Hose. Sharpsburg is about thir- 
ty miles from Palmetto and the trip was 
quickly made. From Sharpsburg the pur- 
suers went to Moreland, having learned 
that a negro answering Hose’s description 
had gone in that direction, This trip was 
about twenty miles. From Moreland the 
man they were after was tracked to Ho- 
gansville and several parties stated they 
had seen the negro in a field belonging to 
Mr. Semmes, four miles from Hogansville. 

The negro went toward LaGrange, but u 
party of pursuers from LaGrange drove 
him back toward Greenville. At Greenville 
four white men told Messrs. Daniel and 
Beckman that they had seen a negro whom 
they believed to have been Hose, and that 
the negro went by,one house running at 
full speed. 

Six miles from Greenville an old negro 
named Sherman Mitchel] stated that he 
had seen a negro who resembled Hose and 


‘that the negro had stopped at his house 


and begged for something to eat, saying 
he was tired and very hungry. Mitchell 
also told the pursuers that the man who 
called at his house said he was going to 
Raleigh to see some relatives. 

Messrs. Daniel and Beckman drove nine 
miles in a buggy to Woodbury to take the 
train to Raleigh. They learned at Wood- 
bury that there was a family living at 
Raleigh by the name of Hose, and this bore 
out the story that Mitehell had told about 
the negro saying he had kinfolks at Ral- 
eigh. : 

Upon reaching Woodbury the pursuers 
ascertained that the man they were track- 
ing ‘had been seen two miles from Wood- 
bury in the Cain Creek swamp. 

They met Mr. H, H. Revill at Woodbury 
and Mr. Revill telephoned to Atlanta to De- 
tective Hewitt explaining the situation and 
asked if officers could not leave Atlanta 
at once with good bloodhounds. Sergeant 
Bedford and Detective Barrett secured Mr. 
Donaldson’s bloodhounds and left for 
Woodbury on the first train. 

Mr. Revill arrived in Atlanta last night 
and gave the story of the pursuit of the 
negro by Daniel and Beckman to a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution. 

Mr. Revill states it is belleved that the 
negro whom Daniel and Beckman have £0 
relentlessly and tirelessly followed ever 
since the night of the crime is Sam Hose, 
and that the Atlanta officers will be certain 
to catch him with the bloodhounds. ; 

No news was received by the police de- 
partment last night from Sergeant Bed- 
ford and Detective Barrett. | 

From what Mr. Revill stated jast night 
it seems very probable that the negro 
seen yesterday afternoon nedr Woodbury 
is Sam Hose, and that he will be caugnt 
foday, if he was not captured in the 
swamp last night, by the Atlanta officers 
and the two Palmetto merchants.

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THE STATE MAY CLOSE TODAY. 


EVIDENCE AGAINST MRS. GEORGE 
IS ABOUT ALL IN. 


The Defense Will Require Fully a 
Week To Present the Evidence 
Desired.

Canton, O., April 16.—It is now the ex- 
pectation of the state that direct testimony 
against Mrs. George will be concluded 
by the time the court adjourns tomorrow 
evening. All of the witnesses called on 
behalf of the state cannot be examined 
by that time, as Monday’s session will 
be a short one, court not convening until 
11 o’clock a, m., but a number of wit- 
nesses who:.have been subpoenaed only for 
corroboration will not be put on the stand. 
There is a rumor afloat that Mrs, Alt- 
house, the missing witness wanted by both 
sides, is in the city and that she will be 
the central figure in a surprise party to- 
morrow, but no substantiation of this is 
obta.nable. 

The defense will probably occupy more 
than the week in submitting its testimony. 
Even in that time it will scarcely be 
possible to examine all of the witnesses 
that have been called up to this time, and 
the Hst is being increased neatly every 
day. Attorneys for the defense say they 
have not and will not until the state has 
closed outline the full scope of the testi- 
mony they will introduce, and they give 
no intimation of what particular line of 
defense they will emphasize. The cross- 
examination so far has suggested little 
more than a chain of grievances on the 
part of the accused against Saxton and the 
state claims this is not without advantage 
to their side because it establishes a mo- 
tive. 

Mayor Rice, it is definitely announced, 
will go on the stand as a privileged wit- 
ness on behalf of Mrs. George to answer 
certain questions with which his name 
has been associated. The pr.ncipal one of 
these matters is the revolver story of For- 
mer Police Sergeant Hasler. The attorneys 
for the defense say Mrs. George may go 
on the stand herself, but they will make 
no definite statement on this subject. 

Mrs. George saw her only sister and one 
or two other women friends today. Re- 
porters who called were informed that she 
would see them later after she had dressed, 
but that she would not talk on the case.

Queen Regent Will Have Consuls in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and Philippines. 
Madrid, April 16.—The official gazette to- 
day contains a royal decree appointing thee 
Duke de Arcos to be Spanish envoy extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipotentiary to the 
United States. The decree also creates con- 
sulates at Havana, Manila, lloiio, San Juan 

de Porto Rico and Cienfuegos. 

Senor Larrea, now Spanish consul at Ant- 
werp, is transferred to Havana. 

General Rios, Spain's principal commander 
in the Philippines, cables that Major Gen- 
eral Otis has granted him a safe conduct 
for his chief of staff and another officer 
whom he is sending to Aguinaldo With a 
letter demanding the liberation of the Span- 
ish prisoners in the name of hufanity and 
international law. In the event of a re- 
fusal, the commissioners will ask Aguin- 
aldo for a définite decision in order that 
they may acquaint the civilized world with 
his attitude. General Rios has empowered 
them to offer to surrender to Aguinaldo 
1,600 Filipino prisoners who have been 
placed at the Spanish commander's disposal 
by General Otis. 


BERLINERS GREATLY ALARMED.

irce and largely destroying the political 
self-government of the municipality. 

The Berlin Tageblatt publishes today fur- 
ther details of the plan, which, it says, has 
existed for some time.

CLEARS GERMANY 
OF ALL CENSURE 


Letter ftom Apia Declares Kautz 
and Sturdie Are To Blame, 


ENGLISH ESPECIALLY ROASTED 


American Admiral Is Declared Te Have 
Acted Too Hastily 


THE PHILADELPHIA BROUGHT TROUBLE 


When the United States Man of War 
Arrived, the Letter Says, Every- 
thing Was in Harmony and 
Peace, but Trouble Fol- 
lowed Quickly. 


Washington, April 16.—A correspond: nt in 
this city for a leading German newspaper 
has received an interesting private letter 
from Apia concerning events there in 
March, as viewed entirely from the Ger- 
man side of the question. ‘The letter was 
written by a prominent German and is of 
interest in that it gives for the first time 
the German view of the state of things now 
existing Samoan islands. The let- 
ter begins with a complaint that no regard 
whatever is shown by the British and 
American forces toward, the Germans. 
The bombardment had been announced to 
begin on Wednesday, March 14th, 
o'clock p. m., but no notice, says the letter, 
was given the Germans, and the German 
consul general is still waiting for the offi- 
cial communication of the commencement 
of the bombardment. The commander of 
the German warship Falke was notified by 
an officer of the Philadelphia only a quar- 
ter of an hour after the fire had been 
opened, The numerous whites living in the 
vicinity of the town had no opportunity to 
take any measures for their personal safe- 
ty and were not aware of what was going 
on until shrapnel exploded in their neigh- 
borhood. It ts due, continues the letter. 
oniy to a merciful providence that no 
whites were killed or wounded. In Vaitele 
a cocoa plantation belonging to the Ger- 
man Trade and Plantation Company, 
the afternoon of March 15th, 
fell down just around the house. One 
Struck through the roof of the veranda 
and r nt asunder the floor just on the spot 
where scarcely a minute before the mana- 
ger of the plantation had stood with an 
overseer. 

The same afternoon three bombs wer? 
thrown upon the Voca mountain, south of 
Apia, where the ‘French mission has a 
school for native children, one shell fall- 
ing down close to the house of the fathers 
and another exploding in the immeédiate 
vicinity of the house of the sisters. 

On March 16th a shel} fired from the Phil- 
adelphia exploded too soon and a ninateen- 
pound piece of it was thrown into the 
bullding of the German consulate, wrecking 
a part of it. This event,= it is stated, 
taught the firing parties to use a little more 
caution in the futvire. 

French Home Invaded and Robbed. 

On Merch.18:h a part of the town and the 
grounds in the rear, the letter says, “were 
searched by an Anglo-American 
party, strengthened by about a hundred 
“friendly” natives under the command of 
Captain Sturdee, of the warship Porpoise. 
The expedition lended in the Mataute quar- 
ter of the town b2fore the hovs> of a weul- 
thy French merchant, and after a few 
aimless volleys the Tanu men occupied the 
house of the Frenchman and battered 
down, under the eres of the Etnzlish of- 
ficers, docrs and windows, and, the letter 
asserts, helped themseives fr ely to what- 
ever they wanted from the store they could 
in the hurry lay hands upon. Then the 
grounds were’ search?d, though in vain, 
for Mataafa’s wartiors. The letter fol- 
lows up this statement with a bitter and 
sarcastic personal attack on Captain Stur- 
dee. 

It then proceeds to enumerate the rea- 
sons that led to the establishment of the 
provisional government, which, it is said, 
was to remain in existence until an agree- 
mont with the signatory powers regarding 
the future form of the political conditions 
of Samoa had been brought about. The 
letter continues:

NOT PROBABLE. 


DEADLOCK IN PENNSYLVANIA 
SEEMS BEYOND CONTROL. 


Legislature Will Adjourn Thursday 
of This Week in Accordance 
with Resolution. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 16.—The legisla- 
ture will adiourn sine die at noon on 
Thursday next in accordance with a joint 
resolution adopted early in the session fix- 
ing April 20th as the date for final adjourn- 
ment, 

The outlook at present indicates the ad- 
journment without the election of a United 
States senator. The selection of ex-United 
States Senator Quay to succeed himself 
is scareely possible under the existing 
strained relation of the factions, and the 
announced decision of Mr. Quay to remain 
in the field will, it is believed, retain the 
votes of most, if not all, of his followers 
to the end. 

The chances of any other candidate re- 
ceiving sufficient votes to elect is .thus 
rendered extremely doubtful, particularly 
as there is no sign of a break in the ranks 
of the democrats, who have steadfastly 
voted as a unit for thei¢e party candi- 
date. 

Three separate conferences of republican 
legislators have been called for tomorrow 
night. It is said that earnest endeavor will 
be made by some of the legislators to bring 
about through these conferences some 
compromise or agreement by which the 
deadlock can be broken. It is asserted 
here tonight by some of the leaders that 
these meetings will result only in stiffen- 
ing up the lines of the opposing forces 
and that no candidate can get supporters 
enough for election:

Texas Legislature Likely To Pass Du- 
plicate of Arkansas Bill. 
*iouston, Tex., April 16.—Insurance- men 
of Texas are seriously disturbed over the 
new anti-trust law introduced on Friday 
last in the state legislature at Austin. The 
proposed law is almost word for word a 

duplicate of the new law of Arkansas. 

The state insurance organization is pre- 
paring to vigorouSly oppose the measure, 
for, they assert, if it becomes operative, 
all insurance business will be driven out 
of Texas. Members of the legislature who 
have been interviewed predict that the bill 
will be enacted into law. 

An Austin special says the senate commit- 
tee will report the bill favorably, and it 
will be called up at once.

NOW UNDER ARREST. 


Recruits Burn a Saloon on the Pre- 
sidio Reservation and Make 
Trouble.

San Francisco, April 16.—Tonight 100 sol 
diers are under arrest on the Presidio 
reservation. They are encamped on the 
open and are guarded by cavalry and the

tion lines in which Private Charles T.

was so brutally beaten last night that he |

Private Clark, company F, Twenty-third 
regiment, is in the guardhouse charged 
with the assault, but the soldiers assert 
that the saloon people are responsible and 
clatm that the proprietor, T. R. Rechfeld. 
was the chief assailant of the injured 
man. 

A report being circulated today that King 
was dead, the place was set on fire tonight 
and destroyed as an act of retribution. 

The trouble began last night when sev- 
eral recruits went to the saloon, which fs 
known as the Presidfo Club cafe. Thero 
were several women in the place and a row 
s00n started over one of them, in which 
nearly all the men present participated.

{t was seen that Private King had been 
seriously injured about the head, his skull

Early this morning some one started the 
story among the troops that King was dead. 
Despite the denials of the officers, -the re- 
port spread and by nightfall the men had 
become wildly excited. after dark 
nearly .100 of them procecded to the sa- 
loon where the row had occurred and after 
gutting its tnterfor, set fire to it In several 
places, no one daring to interfere. The in-° 
cendiaries {in unfform established an im- 
promiptu bucket brigade and prevented the 
adjoining buildings catching fire. During 
the progress of the flames the soldiers are 
sald to have discharged many shots in the 
air and indulged in much hilarity. 

When the house thad been reduced to 
ashes they returned to the reservation and 
were promptly put under arrest by Colonel 
Freeman, of the Twenty-fourth United 
States infantry, commandant of the post. 

All of the men implicated fn the affray 
are white. The colored troops, none of 
whom took part, were placed o them as 
a guard, the cavalry lending itS assistance. 

There being no guardhouses of sufficient 
capacity, the prisoners were rounded up on 
the open. The men were nearly all to sail 
for Manila in a few days on the outgoing 
fieet of transports.

LAWTON RETURNS TO MANILA. 


Insurgents Have Been Gathering 
About the City Recently. 
Manila, April 17, 19:59 a. m.—Major Gen-

The Raleigh, accompanied by two 
Vessels from the Spaniards last 
summer and a fleet of about twenty-five 
excursion steamers and tug boats, paraded 
from Tompkinsville to Grant's tomb and 
from there back ‘to anchorage in the North 
river off Thirty-fourth street, 

It would have been difficult to 
lected more inclement or disagreeable 
weather than that which prevailed all the 
time the Raleigh Was passing im review 
before the thousands of enthusiastic peo- 
ple who lined the river banks and gave 
their hearty cheers of welcome home. The 
eruiser did not leave her anchorage off 
Tompkinsville for the parade up the bay 
ead the Hudson river until shortly before 
noon. An hour before that time drizzling 
rain commenced to fall, and this soon turn- 
ed into a steady downpour which continued 
the remainder of the day. The .air was 
raw and the men of the Raleigh stood 
upon the decks for hours drenched to the 
skin and shivering with cold. 

Great crowds assembled in Riverside 
Park, overlooking the Hudson, and men, 
women and children stood there for hours 
under umbrellas watching the vessels on 
their way up the river and on their return. 
Far the greatest gathering of people was 
in the vicinity of Grant's tomb, which 
was the turning point of the parade. A na- 
tional salute was fired there by the Raleigh 
and also by the captured Spanish prizes, 
and the scene was rendered a memorable 
one by the shrieking of a hundred steam 
whistles from excursion boats and locomo- 
tives and cheers from thousands of people 
on shore and on the vessels in the river. 

The Raleigh lay at anchor off Tompkins- 
ville all the morning, and no special ex- 
ecitement attended her presence there until 
about 10 o’clock, when several excursion 
steamers arrived from the city, ran along- 
side of her and cheered her time and again. 

Boats of al] descriptions continued to ar- 
rive from the cfty, and each one ran as 
close to the Raleigh as possible and cheered 
her. Two of the captured Spanish gun- 
boats, the Alvarado and Sandoval, arrived 
from-the navy ward early, both dressed 
gayly with flags and bunting, and they 
created almost as much enthusiasm as the 
Raleigh herself. 

Reception Committee Comes, 

About 11 o’clock the large steamer Glen 
Island arrived, carrying: the citizens’ recep- 
tion committee, headed by Mayor Van 
Wyck. A delegation from the committee 
went aboard the Raleigh. All hands on the 
cruiser were called to quarters and Mayor 
Van Wyck and the other committeemen 
were received with nava] formality. Cap- 
tain Coghlan stood at the gangway, receiv- 
ed the visitors and escorted them immedi- 
ately to his cabin. The ceremonies there 
were very brief, consuming not more than 
five minuteg The mayor, in a few words, 
welcomed the Raleigh to New York, extend- 
ed the freedom of the city to the officers, 
and assured Captain Coghlan of a hearty 
welcome. Captain Coghlan replied briefly. 
The committee returned to the Glen Island 
at once and as Mayor Van Wvek left the 
side of the Raleigh he received a salute of 
fifteen guns, 

Preparations were then made to get under 
way forthe parade. The Raleigh was head- 
ed-down the stream at the time and when 
she raised her anchor and swung around 
slowly the whistles of all the craft near 
her shrieked a salute and all the people 
on the excursion steamers cheered and 
waved handkerchiefs and flags. The Glen 
Island led the procession of vessels and the 
Raleigh followed just astern of her. he 
Alvarado and Sandoval took position‘ off 
either bow of the cruiser, and police boats 
tugs and excursion boats followed in a 
double column. There was no special dem- 
onstration until Governor's island was pass- 
ed. when a national salute was fired. About 
this point the coast survey steamer Path- 
finder, with Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Allen aboard, joined the procession, follow- 
ing just in the wake of-the Raleigh. From 
the time the Raleigh left the battery until 
she reached Grant’s tomb, her whistle and 
foghorns were blowing almost constantly 
in response to the salutes from vessels ly- 
ing at their docks or moving up and down 
the river. The ferry boats were crowded 
with people eheering and waving handker- 
chiefs and several boats ran alongside the 
Raleigh for short distances. 

They Didn’t Mind the Rain. 

Captain Coghlan was obliged to bare his 
head to the rain part of the time in waving 
his cap in response to the salutes and cheers 
of passing vessels. The officers paid little 
attention to the storm and waved their caps 
constantly, not appearing to mind the soak- 
ing which their dress uniforms and their 
bodies as well received. As for the sail- 
ors, they never thought of shelter at all. 
A few were clad in oil skins, but hosts of 
them stood by the exposed forecastle with 
nothing but their blue jackets covering 
their Shoulders and most of the time their 
hats flying in the air. 

The officers and men alike expressed the 
greatest surprise at the demonstraticn and 
wondered what they had done to warrant 
all the enthusiasm which was being dis- 
played. Many of them were heard to make 
remarks to the effect that the battle of Ma- 
nila bay was fought so long ago that they 
had aimost forgetten it, but that it seemed 
the American people remembered it still. 

By the time the Raleigh and her escorts 
reached the southern end of Riverside park 
the rain had not abated in the least, but 
the enthusiasm instead of falling off in- 
creased on the vessels and on shore. The 
boulevard and the paths on the park were 
crowded by the people who haid be eri Wualt-

ing there an hour or more, all drenched and 
chilled, but with one thought of doing honor 
to the Raleigh. Two shore batteries fired 
a salute near this point, those along shore 
in boathouses and in small launches fired 
off cannon crackers, revolvers and shotguns, 
while a half dozen locomotives on the rail- 
road track that runs along the river added 
to the deafening noise by blowing their 
whistles all the time the Raleigh was pass- 
ing. 

Just before. arriving almost off Grant's 
tomb, the cftuiser slowed down preparatory 
to thrning and while the cheering and whis- 
tle blowing and other noises were at their 
height two six-pounders~on the Raleigh 
commenced their salute of twenty-one guns. 
The last shot had hardly died away when 
the Alvarado and Sandoval opened with 
their national salute anda battery on shore 
joined in the tribute to General Grant. 
When the salutes -were concluded the Ral- 
eigh turned slowiy and headed down the 
river, her escorts turning at the same time. 
The run back to anchorage off Thirty- 
fourth street was made slowly and the same 
enthusiasm was displayed as on the run up 
the river. 

When the Raleigh finally anchored she 
was surrounded immediately by a fleet of 
excursion boats and as fast as they could

Military Authorities in Cuba and 
Porto Rico Are Advised. 
Washington, April 16.—By direction of 
the president, Acting Secretary of War 
Meiklejohn has issued the following in- 
Structions to the military authorities in 

Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. 

1. The president directs that Guanica shall 
be made sub-port of Porto Rico. It is 
said to be one of the best natural ports 
In the island of Porto Rico and merchalhts 
and planters estimate the exports from the 
district it serves in sugar and coffee alone 
at $3,000,000 annually, while the imports are 
estimated at almost, if not guite, as large a 
sum, . 

2. The president directs that articles of 
growth, produce and manufacture of the 
Philippine islands exported to a foreign 
country and retuetned without having been 
advanced in value, or improved in condi- 
tion by any process Of manufacture, or oth- 
er means and on which no dgrawback or 
bounty has been allowed shall be admitted 
free of duty. 

3s. Any merchandise found on any vessel 
entering a Cuban port which is not in- 
cluded in the vessel's manifest shall forfeit 
an amount equal in value to the merchan- 
dise not manifested. 

4. Bricks glazed and unglazed for buil@- 
ing purposes, as well as undressed common 
pine lumber, shall be admitted into all Cu- 
ban ports free of duty.

EXPORTS SHOW BIG INCREASE. 


Iron and Steel Alone Have Grown 
Over $16,000,000. 

Washington, April 16.—The dure of sta- 
tistics, im an article furnished the press 
today, says that the exportation of manu- 
factures in the fiscal year 1899 is likely 
to show an increase of more than $30,000,000 
over that of last year, and that iron and 
Steel alone will supply more than one-half 
that increase, 

In the eight months of the fiscal year 
for which the treasury bureau of stat’stics 
figures are now available, the exports of 
iron and steel are nearly $16,000,000 greater 
than in the corresponding months of the 
preceding fiscal year, showing a gain of 36 
per cent over those of last year, and nearly 
70 per cent over those of the preceding 
year. 

In importations of iron and steel there 
is a reduction as compared with last year, 
though not in so marked a degree, the 
falling off of tmports for the eight months 
being 10 per cent, while the corresponding 
period of last year showed a_ reduction 
of 20 per cent. 

Nearly ail of the preat classes of iron 

steel manufacturers, including wire 
nails, bars or rods of steel, steel plates 
and sheets, wire, railway engines, electri- 
cal and metal working machinery show an 
Increase over last year.

Cost of Bread Is Declared To Be Too

Sanitary Conditions of Many of the 
Towns Founi To Be Bad and Strin- 
gent Orders Are Issued. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, April 6.—The fol- 
lowing general orders from the headquar- 
ters of the department of Porto Rico were 
issued today: 

“The war department having forbidden 
the issue of rations to Porto Ricans, com- 
manding officers of posts are authorized, to 
prevent suffering among the people in their 
respective localities, to purchase necessary 
articles of food at a rate of not to exceed 
lv centavos a day for each needy person, 
and to send a bill for same to this office 
for payment from the moneys of the island 
as directed by the authorities at Washing- 
ton, Great discretion must be used in 
carrying out these instructions, and aid 
should be extended only to those who are 
unable to work or obtain work. 

“The recent visit of the department com- 
mander to Caguas, Cayey, Aibonito, Coamo 
Springs, Sania Isabel, Guayama and Arroyo 
showed a satisfactory conditiou of affairs, 
and that the people are strongly in sym- 
pathy with American methods and pro- 
gress, 

“At Coamo Springs, a most commendable 
work is progressing in procuring vaccine 
for the benefit of the people of this island. 

t some of the towns complaint was made 
as tu the cost of the bread, 8 centavos a 
loaf, the same as last summer, although 
the price of flour is much‘ less now. The 
price should not be over 6 centavos a 
pound. In the city of San Juan the price 
of bread is down to 4 centavos. It is the 
duty of the alcaldes to far as 
possible the cost of all necessaries of 
life and to inerease tax on other 
articles.

In the meantime, 
all budgets wil! be reduced to the lowest 
possible limit, honest economy practiced 
in all directions and patience exercised 
during this period of transition. 

“Referring to the idle talk, the threats

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three consuls with the admiral took piace 
on board the Philadelphia, when the Ger- 
man consul protested with due energy 
against the plan of the admiral to expel 
and completely dissolve the provisional 
government and use to this end the whole 
force of men-of-war. In main, the Ger- 
man representative «xplained to him that 
the country was in a condition of per- 
fect tranquillity and what there were no 
reasons why they should not quietly wait 
for the decision of the treaty powers... On 
March 12th Admiral Kautz issued his pro- 
clamation and did not state in the Sa- 
moan text that all consuls were agreed 
as to the proceeding against the provis- 
jona] government. 

“The German representative firmly re- 
solved not to have the German warship 
Falke participate in the impending butch- 
ery and issued his counter-proclamation. 
The Mataafa men were not allowed the 
least time for consideration. They evac- 
uated Mulinuu, the seat of the provisional 
goverament, on ‘Monday, March 3d, but 
were fired upon when they, on Wednesday, 
had not yet left the territory of th» munic- 
Ipality. In order to frighten the Mataafa 
men still more, all the Tanu men, though 
very little inclined to fight against their 
own people,-.were armed by the English 
with rifles and plenty of ammunition. 

““Among the victims of th present fight 
wre also five brave marines, and Jit is a pity 
to say that if not gall, yet most of them 
have lost their lives through the bullets 
of their own comrades. That such things 
may happen is only too easily explained. 
Officers and crews, jn consequence of the 
continued guard and patrol service over- 
exercised and nervous, lost the rest neces- 
sary for the handling of fire arms. If a 
leaf rusties in the night, if an animal 
moves, immediately the guns and arms are 
fired; in short, there is an incredible waste 
of ammunition. 

“Of courSe, as was to be expected, .the 
anti-German elements’ in Samoa are al- 
ready now eagerly at work to make the 
German consul responsible for everything 
on the ground that he, by refusing to 
participate in th: proceedings of the Amer- 
icans and English, encouraged the Mataafa 
men to resistance.

A procedure of such brutality as 
that ut present being enacted against Ma- 
taafa is contrary to all laws of humanity 
and civilization and ought to have been 
rejected at the start by the unanimous 
vote of all the consuls.

General David B. Henderson, of Iowa, is 
chairman, and the other members of the 
committee are: 

John Daizell, Pennsylvania; Sereno 
Payne, New York: John Overstreet, In- 
diana: William lLovering. Massachusetts; 
Charles Curtis, Kansas: Page Morris, Min- 
nesota: Eugene F, Long, California; R. B. 
Hawley, Texas; J. W. Babcock, Wisconsin, 
and Kerr, Ohio, 

The committee is considered to embody 
the sound financial thought of the republi- 
can side of the house. Messrs. Henderson 
and Dalzell make, with Speaker Reed, a 
majority of the committee on rules; Mr. 
Payne ig chairman of the committee on 
ways and means and several others are rep- 
resentative business men, who are in sym- 
pathy with the movement to put the mon- 
etary standard above attack. Hadden Hall, 
one of the largest hotels on the beach front, 
is the headquarters of the committee, and 
the meeting will be held in one of the par- 
lors. The gathering will be private and will 
probably be irregular, ag the work assign- 


ed to the members partakes more of the 


nature of a conference, and as the commit- 
tee is not a public one it will only give such 
news for publication as best suits its pur- 
pose. It is expected that the sessions will 
last not less than two weeks and they may 
extend much longer. The committee may 


| decide to perfect a bill to meet the situa- 


tien or it may outline a measure and then 
adjourn to meet again later in the year. 
They wil} have all of the important bills 


@n the currency question that were before 


the last congress. including the bill of the 
monetary commission; the McClurry Dill, 
which was neported favorably to the house 
by the banking committee; the bill pre- 
pared by Secretary Gage and the bill of 
Chairman Walker, of the committee on 
banking, who is no longer a member of 
congress. 

Mr. Overstreet, who has given the subject 
much attention, has prepared a comparison 
of the principal features of all these bills, 
which will be of much yalue to the commit- 
tee. . 

There has also been secured from the 
treasury department a great mass of valua- 
bie financial data, including the reports of 
the secretaries, comptrollers of the curren- 
cy and directors of the mint. In addition, 
the committee will have at its command a 
complete codification of the existing cur- 
rency laws, 

Only two or three of the members are 
here tonight, but it is expected al] will ar- 
rive by tomorrow, with the exception of the 
California member, Mr. Loud, who will de- 
fer making the trip east until the work of 
the committee igs well advanced. 

It is expected that many distinguished 
financiers will be given the opportunity to 
appear before the committee and present 
their views on the subject of the expan- 
sion of the currency, the establishment of 
the gold standard’ and other matters to be 
considered. 

Il, H. Hanna, and other representatives 
of the executive committee of the Indian- 
apolis monetary convention, will be here 
to urge the bill of the monetary convention.

LOWERY IS AFTER 
THE SHORT TERM 


Ex-Governor of Mississippi Is New 
Clearly in the Race. 


a 


THIS CLEARS THE SITUATION 


The Race Will Be Fought Out with 
Sullivan, the Incumbent. 


THE CONTEST WILL BE A LIVELY ONE 


McLaurin and ‘‘Private John’’ Alien 
Will Have It Out for the Long 
Term in the Senate. 


Jackson, Miss., April 15.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The chief topic of interest 
in political cireles this we.-kK has been the 
formal announcement of ex-Governor Rob- 
ert Lowery as.a candidate for the sena- 
torial short term, commencing on the 4th 
of March, 1900. Governor Lowery deliver- 
ed his opening speech in Meridian last 
Wednesday night,’and after a very severe 
arraignment otf the McLaurin administra- 
tion, recounting in detail the many charges 
that have been brought against the gvuv- 
ernor, he formally announced his intention 
to cross swords with Senator Sullivan tor 
the short term. 

The announcement of Lowery clears up 
the senatoria) situation considerably as 
far as the contest for the long term is 
concerned. Up to the date of his announce- 
ment he had given no hint of which term 
he intended to make the race for, and the 
impression had gained rather firm xyround 
that the old ex-governor Was casting a 
longing eye toward the. six-year term. 
His announcement now sets this matter at 
rest and renders of no avail a-.great deal 
of subtle speculation among some politi- 
cians that Lowery intended to put, his 
pretensions to this greater test. 

The only announced opponent that Low- 
«cry has for the shert term is the present 
incumbent, and it is plainly apparent even 
at present the way the two candidates will 
be aligned by public opinion. Sullivan is 
generally regarded as a chief Heutenant 
in the McLaurin forces and Lowery will 
occupy the same relative position to the 
faction that is supporting Congressmayg 
Allen for the long term. Without preju- 
dice, Lowery may be regarded as a very 
formnidable opponent and Sullivan will have 
to do some very lively moving around in 
tne canvass. At one time Lowery was 
one of the most popular men in Mississip- 
pi and during his eight-year incumbency of 
the governors office he conirolled a very 
strong following. It now remains to be 
seen wnether a man can again enter the 
political arena after long retirement to 
private life and again gain his hold on 
the people. 

; Sullivan’s Bluff. 

It is almost universally conceded that 
the rumor of Sullivan's candidacy for the 
long term, which was so universally dis- 
cussed ten days ago, was only a bluff con- 
trived by the administration to Keep Low- 
ery from running for the long term also. 
it is plainly apparent that Sullivan had no 
jntention whatever to enter the long term 
race, and on second thought he could not 
afford to do it, 

When Walthall died there were a larg- 
number of aspirants for his position, in- 
cluding some of the most able men in tne 
state. With an eye to the future, Governor 
McLaurin did not desire to selgct a man 
who would become an opponent to him for 
the long term, and he acvoriingly set 
about to find some person who would be 
contented with wobbling about in Wal- 
thall’s sho¢s for a year-or so and then run 
for the short term, stepping aside at its 
expiration to allow the governor to enter 
the field. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that Sullivan entered into this agree- 
ment with Governor MeLaurin. Prior to 
the appointment he made a trip to Jack- 
son, going direct to the statehouse, anda 
private conference lasting ov: r two hours 
took place between them. At its conclu- 
sion Sullivan came forth with a jaunty air 
and a smile on his face which caused the 
local correspondents to wire their papers 
that within the bounds of a!] human prob- 
ability Sullivan would be named as Unit d 
States senator within the next few days. 
The prediction came true and immediately 
the talk of a deal commenced and has con- 
tinued ever since. 

Although polite and Chesterflieldian in 
his manners, and’wholly impersonal in his 
public remarks, Lowery is one of the most 
aggressive fighters who ever stumped the 
state of Mississippi. He has a habit of 
cemsuring people without mentioning their 
names, and his shafts of sarcasm and ridi- 
cule handled in this‘ anonymous 
have lifted the political hide of many 
opponent in loose places. 

Lowery is a North Carolinian by birth 
and is n-aring the allotted span of three 
score and ten, being now in his sixty-ninta 
year. His advanced age is one of the points 
that is being urged against him by the 
contending faction, but this should not in 
all fairness be counted as a barrier. He 
is yet a very active man and labors early 
and late with his large law practice. In 
the profession he is not regarded as a 
brilliant lawyer, but has. always held his 
own in the courts, winning many impor- 
tant suits by ‘sheer force of energy and 
ever-apparent sincerity. 


Candidate for Auditor. 


Another candidate for state auditor will - 


be in the fleld within the next iew weeks. 
Hon. T. M. Henry, for eight years the chief 
deputy under Auditors Stone and Holder, 
is the name of the néw aspirant... Mr.

Insurance Rates. 

The Southeastern Tariff Association is af- 
ter the Mississippf insurance agents with a 
shary stick and it is highly probable that a 
good many of them will lose their jobs. Un- 
der. the laws of Mississippi the insurance 
companies doing business in the state are 
divided into two classes, it being optional 
with each company what class to select. 
The companies may either pay to the state 
treasurer a privilege tax of $1,500 per year or 
2 per cent of the gross premiums collected 
on business, as they elect. For some time 
there has been a rate war between the tar- 
iff and 2 per cent companies, and agents 
who have companies of both kinds reduce 
the rates of the 2 per cent companies in or- 
der to obtain business, thus discriminating 
against the tariff companies. A representa- 
tive of the Southeastern Tariff: Association 
reached Jackson Thursday and announced 
his intention of checking up the books of 
all agents who are members of the asso- 
ciation in order to ascertain where and how 
the discriminations have been made. He will 
visit every insurance agent in the state of 
Mississippi and hopes by the time his work 
is finished to get the rates back to the old 
basis. s 

A Notorious Convict. 

3rooks Storey, one of the most notorious 
conviets ever confined in the Mississippi 
penitentiary, and who escaped about two 
years ago by carving his way through a 
stone wall with a case knife, is now toil- 
ing out his interrupted sentence on the 
state convict farm. He was captured a few 
days ago near Madison station, having just 
returned from atrip through South Amer- 
ica and the West Indies. 

Storey is a professional express robber 
and a few years ago nearly every. express 
company in the country had a corps of de- 
tectives on his trail. He was sent to the 
penitentiary in 1892 to serve a ten years’ 
sentence for robbing the safe of the Ameri- 
can Express Company at Durant. A month 
later he escaped with seven other desperate 
convicts by overpowering a prison guard. 
He was captured a few days afterwards. 
On the 26th-day of December of the same 
year he again escaped and fled to Alabama, 
where he was captured two months later. 
On the way back to Jackson, while hand- 
cuffed, he dived from the window of a pas- 
serger train running at the rate of forty 
miles an hour. A search followed, but he 
had disappeared so completely that it seem- 
ed the earth had kindly opened up and swal- 
lowed him. During the following year he 
was captured in Birmingham and brought 
back to Jackson. On the 18th of May, 
1898, Storey dug a hole through the stone 
wail of his cell on the Randolph plantation 
with a case knife and remained at large 
until a few days ago. His brother, Will 
Story, was hanged a few years ago for mur- 
Gering an express messenger. 

A Peculiar Murder Case. 

The supreme court last Monday afternoon 
reversed the decision of the Marshall county 
circuit court in the case of John McGuire, 
donvicted of the murder of William Bayliss ~ 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for life. 
This is one of the most unique murder 
cases on record. Bayliss was killed on the 
4th day of, February, 1869, or over thirty 
years ago. McGuire fled immediately from 
the state and did not return until last 
spring, an old gray-haired, decrepit man. 
During this absence he had wandered over 
the entire civilized globe and, by that pecu- 
liar phenomenon common to criminals, was 
finally drawn back to the scene of his 
crime. In reversing the case Associate Jus- 
tice Terral stated that the evidence in sup- 
port of the claim of the prosecution that an 
indictment had been bri ught against Mc- 
(zuire in 1869 was too vague and indefinite. 
In 1872 a law was passed by the legislature 
declaring that indictment for capital 
crimes must be brougint within two years 
of their commission, unless the accused 
party had in the meantime fled from the 
state. In substance, the law~- declared a 
general amnesty on all crimes committed 
previous to that.time and in this case the 
records of the court of MarshaH 
county fail to show that any indictment 
had ever brought against McGuire 
and at the next term of court it is expect- 
ed he wiil be released.

As John Clark Ridpath accepted the 
amendment made his audience. 
must the living democracy of the nation. 
The audience, composed not of leaders 
or of statemakers. ‘but of the kind of 
men who cast the. votes-— virile in 
New York city as throughout the coun- 
try—recognized the fact that an Ameri- 
can from their own ranks was address- 
ing them. Fora century the dominant 
parties of the country have heen sinking 
under the obligations and entanglements 
of officialdom. Whenever the common 
people cried out for relief, on no mat- 
ter what issue, it was only to find that 
the hands of the leaders were tied by 
the traditions of statecraft. Desperate, 
they scattered into confusion, to come 
together again in a final effort at Chi- 
cazo. 

There the leader apreared—one of 
the young men in the background, with 
no ambition or hope for high place. bfit 
full of the fire of men who are in earn- 
est. His burning words electrified the 
assembly, which went wild over the fact 
that there were left men who spoke 
from American hearts to Americans on 
American issues—one- who believed in 
imperialism—the imperialism of Ameri- 
can might and American initiative and 
American leadership, as against those 
who looked upon our country as 2 mere 
playground for Lombard street. Without 
seeking it, William J. Bryan became 
the man of the hour. He was young, 
as Pitt had been before him: he was 
revolutionary, as all ‘men who love their 
country are; he was opposed by incrust- 
ed officialdom, as is always the case 
when the people’s tribune knocks at 
the door. Notwithstanding the treason 
of men in office through. democratie 
trust, the opposition of all timid inter- 
ests’ which run to cover in a political 
thunderstorm, and the lukewarmness of 
those upon whom the people had inflict- 
©€d censure, this young man came within 
a fraction of the popular majoritv! 

But the people had gained the victory! 
They had cast aside. the barnacles: they 
had blazed the pathway to reform: thev 
had. placed the laurel upon the brow of 

.-the man who was to wear it until the 
battle was over. Go where he will. en- 
thusiasm greets him. as great in New 
York, where a conspiracy of suppres- 
sion was organized against him. as in 
Wisconsin, where last week his eloquent 
words thrilled the nation! 

Mr. Bryan’s New York speech was 
ringing, effective, popular. He stirred: 
the heart, appealed to the conscience and 
revivified patriotism. Issues cham- 
pioned by such a leader cannot be ig- 
nored; people who can be so stirred up 
are not to be satisfied with official plati- 

tudes. The cause of the people lives. 
: and the people are alive to the fact. The 
slogan has been sounded. and from now 
on the man who shook New York will 
be the foremost American. rallying his 
people and doing for 1900 what his great 
apostle did a century before. 
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: The Enforcement of Law.

aq There has been, upon oce1si0n, a great 

q demand for the enforcement of the law. 
Let it be remembered that all law is 


based upon common law, and that com- 
mon law is but the regulated instinct 
of civilized people by which they gorern 
their relations the one with the other. 
One of the basic principles of this fun- 
damental law is that life must pay the 
forfeit for life; that there is net room 
enough in the same world for the man 
who outrages womanhood and his victim, 
and that the incendiary stands in the 
same category with the murderer. From 
time to time, written or statule law 
regulates the details for the exccution 
of these decrees of common consent— 
but the decrees themselves live ferever. 
The victims of a just and popular ven- 
'geance cry out against, not the justice, 


but the method only, by which they 
have been dealt with. Inrudic'ous 


friends of these criminals take up their 
cause, and passing over the offence, 
make much ado over the simple detail 
by which the criminal! was brought. to 
justice. Admitting, then, for the sake 
of argument, that the same care should 
be taken for detail as for principle, it 
should follow that all would get on the 
same platform—that of uncompromising 
/Jpursuit. capture and punishment of the 
criminal. Henee. it is singular that 
those who are so solicitous for the cetail 
of law. whose sympathies are so easily 
excited on behalf of a lvncfied ravisher, 
are not in the forefront of those seeking 


| to deliver Sam Ifose to the authorities. 
' There would have been some hope in the 
| situation if negro posses as well as white 


were in mutual chase of the wretch who 


has disgraced humanity. Instead of 
that. it is the white men who are carry- 


ing the burden, while their wives are 
buddling together at home for fear, while 
the negro citizens and their sympa- 
thizérs are sulking at home, ready to 
pass meaningless and false resolutions 
as soon as they learn that the inevitable 
has happened.

vear The calendar has become 
a useless piece of furniture. Like a 
frozen water pipe, it has sprung a leak, 
alf”d when the weather ceases to be a 
burden to the grasshopper, the plumber 
will have to be called. The joints of 
the seasons will have to be unscrewed 
and April placed between December and 
January. 

When this is done everybody will feel 
better. The bitter disappointment of 
those who resent cold weather at a time 
when history, tradition, reason and com- 
mon sense all agree that it should be 
warm, is perfectly natural. Your fin- 
gers mav be numb with cold, but you 
can warm them; but where is the fur- 
nace hot enough to restore warmth to 
chilled expectations? 

Thev say there is a cold wave in the 
northwest. Of course: there is a cold 
spell on in the neighborhood of the north 
pole; but why ‘should our calendar be 
twisted out of shape and its flues rent in 
twain on that account. We have be- 
fore us a calendar that must have been 
made last vear. Each month is intro- 
duced with a picture. Above “April” 
there are two little birds a-billing. This 
is the conventional idea, but it seems 
sadly out of date now, with the erates 
a-going and the big stove in the hall 
sending forth a cheerful glow. 

A few dAvs ago, swallows were fiving 
about. but they were going south. They 
had heen deceived by the calendar, 
but they were engaged in correcting their 
mistake, they went quivering and 
twittering toward the land of perpetual! 
summer. We wish them well, and could 
almost envy them their ability to change 
their climate as easily as the politician 
changes his coat. 
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The Tammany Investigation. 

We have no means of knowing how 
Governor Roosevelt feels about the 
Mazet investigation that his. party has 
set afoot in New York, but we can tell 
him how the affair looks to outsiders. 
They perceive in it simply an attempt 
to cover up the crying shame of the 
canal frauds. The whole scheme js 
transparent, and the motives thereof lie 
on the surface. 

In the first place, Platt didn’t car- 
rv out his usual deal with Tammany. 
IIe tried, but failed. When New York 
was made into greater New York, Tam- 
many felt powerful enough to ignore 
Platt. It did so, and the result was 
all that could be desired. For the first 
time in many years Platt was left out 
in the cold. 

In the second place. there was the 
crying disgrace of the republican canal 
frauds. It was absolutely necessary 
that publie attention be withdrawn from 
their contemplation. When Teddy was 
a candidate he was a violent reformer. 
He declared over and over again that 
the canal frauds, by means of which mil- 
lions of the people’s money was stolen 
and embezzled, should be probed to the 
bottom and the guilty ones punished. 
This, he said, was necessary for the 
health of the party, and would demon-, 
strate to the public the honesty of the 


real republicans of the state. The in- 
vestigation, however, has never taken 
place, 


In the third place, some of the repub- 
licans in the New York legislature were 
interested in the Astoria gas steal. They: 
had designs on the public and they were 
anxious to get the steal through. If the 
democrats and the Tammany members 
had been complacent enough to indorse 
this steal, nothing whatever would have 
been heard of the present investigation. 

In the fourth place, Moss, who is con- 
ducting the investigation, is a deposed 
Tammanyite. He held an office under 
that organization and was kicked out 
to make room for a democrat. 

Here you have a bird’s-eye view of the 
great investigation. Croker has been 
called to the stand and his examination 
shows that he is a democrat: that he is 
the leader of Tammany; that he is stick- 
ing to his friends and proposes to do so: 
that, in his private business, he is en- 
gaged in trying to make money like 
other people who have the opportunity; 
that he doesn’t tolerate anti-democrats 
in office, and that, as the leader of Tam- 
many, he is always consulted when the 
society proposes to make a move. 

On the republican side, the canal 
frauds are still uninvestigated. Gover- 
nor Roosevelt approached them as a re- 


former, determined to bring about an- 


exposure, but when he saw their nature 
and character, and had inhaled the 
stench rising from them, he became a 
regular. , 

The Tammany investigation wil 
amount to nothing except to give the 
republicans an excuse for delaying and 
postponing an investigation of the ¢ca- 
nal frauds. But until that investiga- 
tion is made and the perpetrators of the 
steal convicted and punished, neither 
Teddy nor his party will have any ex- 
cuse for claiming to be purveyors of po- 
litical honesty. 

India and the Money Question. 

The balamce of trade in favor of the 
United States, as against India, and the 
apparent determination of the British 
government to impose the gold standard 
on India, has brought to the front once 
more the question of bimetallism—that 
is to say, the silver question. 

What is now feared in London by the 
banking and financial classes is a drain 
of gold from the banks of Great Britain 
to the United States and to India. A 
correspondent of The London Financial 
News points out that in spite of the 
enormous increase in the production 
of gold during recent years, the avalil- 
able gold in sight in England is no 
larger today than it was twenty years 
Ago. \ 

Another correspondent—Mr. Frewen— 
notes that three-quarters of a million of 
sovereigns from Australia were received 
at Bombay a few weeks ago, this con- 
signment of gold being one of the re- 
sults of the determination of the gov- 
ernment to establish the gold standard 
in India. Just at present this subject 
seems to have small interest for the peo- 
ple of this country, but events’.may 
combine to make the results of the In- 
dian experiment exceedingly interesting, 
if not positively thrilling. 

At present the natives of India pre- 
fer silver to gold, and have preferrad it 
since time began; but they are not 
averse to gold. They are keen to hoard 
it, aa they do gilver—or ag they did be- 
fore silver lost half its value as the re- 
sult of demonetization—and it will be 
no very difficult task to wean them 
from silver and give them a fresh thirst 
for gold. But in order to establish the 
gold etandard in India, the government 
there must have a gold reserve, and it 
must pay out that reserve on demand. 

Some British writers contend that the 
gold standard will draw into circulation 
the hoards of gold that are known to 
exist in India. Such a contention is 
easily established on paper. It was 
contended that the artificial value given 
to the rupee would draw out the gold 
hoards; but it hag not had, and is not 
likely to have, that effect. This is why 
the London bankers are opposed to the 
gold standard in India. ‘They foresee a 
continual drain on the resources of the 
rest of the world in order to maintain 
a gold reserve in India. From 1848 to 
1877, India’s balance of trade absorbed 
more than $2,500,000,000 of gold—a sum 
in excess of all the gold which was tak- 
en during those years from the mines of 
Calffornia and Australia combined. So 
far as known, not an ounce of this gold 
evor got back Into the channels of trade. 
It went to India and disappeared. 

When the appetite of the Indian 
made to hone for gold alone, the hoards 
that will come out of hiding will be the 
depreciated rupees, and their place will 
be taken by gold coins or bars. When 
the drain of gold to India once fairly 
sets in, our own reserves will begin to 
feel the effect of it, and so will those of 
England. ‘The drain of gold from Lon- 
don to this country can be controlled 
by the discavtnt rate of the Bank of 
England. Itcan be stopped, or the gold 
itself can be recalled by the manipula- 
tion of that rate, but nothing can recall 
gold that goes to India. Once in that 
mysterious land it disappears from the 
channels of trade,

Gomez Up to Date. 

General Gomez, if we are to judge him 
by his actions and utterances, doesn’t 
seem to be the dangerous factor in Cuba 
that some.of our esteemed contempora- 
ries would make him out to be. He 
took no stock in the folly of the so-called 
Cuban assembly. He made no protest 
when that body deposed him from his 
place as commander of the Cuban army. 
On the contrary, he simply re- 
marked to an old friend that he was 
just beginning to find the Cuban poli- 
ticians out, and seemed to be anxious 
to retire to his home in San Domingo. 

Since then the assembly has dissolved, 
and the Cuban generals have appointed 
the old commander to represent them in 
negotiations with the United States 
military authorities in Cuba. That trust 
he has accepted, after stating to his 
old comrades that the Cubans must 
recognize the fact that “the only power 
today in Cuba is the power of. those 
who have intervened, and, therefore, for 
the present, thoughts of an independent 
Cuban government can be no more than 
dreams.” 

General Gomez also proposéd, that af- 
ter.the work of disbanding the army 
was completed, the cauncil of generals 
should be continued under the presidency 


of General Bartolome Masso as the 
head and# front of Cuban interests . 


—a provisional Cuban government assiSs!- 
ing in promoting Cuban welfare under 
the control of the Americans. 

Now all this will strike sensible peo- 
ple ‘as very reasonable. No doubt, 
some of the brethren would be glad to 
see General Gomez jumping about like 
a hornet—he has been placed in the at- 
titude by some of the sensational cor- 
respondents—but he is doing nothing 
of the kind. He is disgusted with Cu- 
ban politicians, but now, as always, he 
is doing his best to serve the interests 
of the Cuban people, asking nothing for 
himself. except that, at the proper time, 
he be given liberty to retire to a foreign 
land, or to some part of Cuba, there to 
spend the remainder of his days. 
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Spain is thinking about building ten 
new ironclads. Ferryboats would be 
cheaper. 
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Teddy cannot escape Platt by going 
on a wild west tour. He is already de- 
fending what he used to call “the ma- 
chine.” He has looked at its oiled 
wheels and likes the way they work. 
Before his term is out Teddy will be 
chief engineer. . 
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Richard Harding Davis is to be mar- 
ried to Miss Ceci] Clark, of Chicago. He 
sent the engagement ring by a special 
messenger from London. The messen- 
ger’s name was William Thomas Jag- 
gars.

TWO ATLANTIANS | . 
WHO SAW NAPOLEON

The announcement in Sunday’s Consti- 
tution of the death of Miss Josephine Mar- 
ion, of this city, at the advanced age of 
ninety-four, the interesting faci 
that she was one of the two Atlantians 
who ‘saw the great Napoleon more than 
four score years ago. 


recalls 


The other person referred to was an old 
man named Gregg, who died near West 
End some time in the last decade. 

I do not remember the date or the oc- 
casion when Miss Marion saw the famous 
emperor, but it was, of course, in her early 
childhood. Perhaps it was after 
turn from Elba, before Waterloo, when he 
was flushed with anticipation@ of victory, 
or probably it was after that fearful bat- 
tle which changed the destinies of Europe, 
and, in the words of Robert Hall, set back 
the world’s clock for at least a half cen- 
tury. 

If it was during that period the child was 
then about ten years old, and a bright girl 
of that age would have been likely to make 
the most of her opportunity to study the 
bersonality of the greatest man since the 
days of Julius Caesar. 


At that time Napoleon was beginning to 
feel the approach of the malignant disease 
Which cut him off in his prime. He was 
irritable, vacillating and frequently unable 
to direct affairs with his former energy and 
strong will power, He had grown fleshy, 
and his short, pudgy figure must have been 
rather odd looking. But his face redeemed 
everything. No one, whether friend or foe, 
could gaze upon that princely countenance 
without being deeply impressed. 

The little girl who saw him in those 
tremendous days never forgot the slightest 
detail of his personality. The changes and 
stirring events of generations an@ the vicis- 
Ssitudes of fortune in a strange land over 
the sea never effaced the vivid picture 
Which had been stamped upon her mind's 
eye that memorable day, under the sunny 


skies of la belle France, when the fare- 
most man of all the world stood before 
her. 

Doubtless some of her relatives and 


friends remember her deseription of the 
emperor, It is to be regretted that it was 
not recorded years ago: If Miss Marion 
had lived in a northern city some enterpris- 
ing newspaper man or magazinist would 
have made a brilliant chapter out of her 
experiences, and he would have shown 
her, if necessary, a hundred portraits of 
Napoleon in order to secure the best like- 
ness of him at the time when she saw 
him. 

More than twenty-five years ago I heard 
Several of her friends and acquaintantes 
discussing the matter, but all that I can 
remember now is the fact that the em- 
peror impressed her as a very wonderful 
and a very great man—an awe-inspiring 
being who was altogether different irom or- 
dinary mortals. 


Mr. Grege’s description of 
still fresh in my memory. 

When the battle of Waterloo was fovght 
Gregg was a mere youth, but he was a 
marine on the British warship Bellerophon. 
The marines were hurried to the battle- 
field because every man was needed, and 
they could be temporarily spared from.the 
ships. . 

During the fight the young marine ren- 
dered good service as a bombardier. After 
the defeat of the French he returned to the 
Bellerophon, where he frequently did guard 
duty at the emperor's cabin door, after the 
vanquished ruler had vyoluntarily boarded 
the vessel and surrendered hjmself to Cap- 


Napoleon is 


tain Maitland. 

Gregg said that the captain and other 
officers felt greatly embarrassed. They 
were instructed to address the emperor 


simply as General Bonaparte, and not by 
his imperial title. 

In the course of a few days the prisoner 
gained the respect, admiration and sym- 
pathy of every man on the ship, The offi- 
‘cers felt honored when he conversed with 
them, and the common sailors and marines 
swore that he was the greatest man in the 
world, declaring that “it was a blasted 
shame to treat him so badly.”’ 

Sometimes Napoleon talked’and joked in 
broken English with the sailors, and when 
he saw that his mistakes amused them he 
would persuade them to talk French, -and 
get even with them by laughing at their 
blunders, which he would then. good natur- 
edly point out and correct. 

“He was very short and very 
he not?’ I asked the ex-marine. 

‘They all tell me replied the old 
man, ‘‘but he.did not strike me then. 
Il suppose,his mannef and the way he car- 
ried himself impressed me.”’ 

‘You found him always serene and pleas- 
ant?’’ I said. 

‘‘No, sir. Some days he would pace the 
deck talking to himself and ‘swearing like 
a trooper. When he was in that mood 
nobody dared to speak to him. At other 
times he would shut -himself in his cabin 
and refuse to See anybody. Oh, he had a 
te nfper!”’ 

Il asked Grege what the officers and men 
on the Bellerophon thought of the action 
of their government in exiling the prisoner 
to St. Helena.

Well Known Physician Succumbed to 
Heart Failure Yesterday 
Morning. 

Dr. Daniel Hook Howell, for a number of 
years well known as an Atlanta surgeon 
and physician, died at the residence of 
his brother-in-law, Colonel Park Wood-. 
ward, 139 Peachtree street, early yesterday 
morning of heart disease. He has a host 
of friends in the city who will mourn his 

loss. 

Dr. Howell was taken suddenly ill yester- 
day morning about 4 o’clock. He complain- 
ed of pain in his heart and Dr. John Z. 
Lawshe was hastily sent for. Restoratives 
were applied, but without effect, and the 
patient breathed his last an hour and @ 
half later. 

He was the youngest son of the late Judge 
Clark Howell, and was forty-three years 
of age. He, was born at the River Place on 
the Chattahoochee river in Fulton county, 
and was a brother of Evan P. Howell, 
Colonel Albert Howell, Clark Howell, Sr.. 
Charles A. Howell, Mrs. Nathan Lyon and 
Mrs. Park Woodward. 

When seven years of age Dr. Howell was 
thrown from a horse at his home and sus- 
tained serfoys injuries.

These vessels, 
with the exception of the Falke, were pa- 
trolling the coast and intermittently throw- 
ing shells in the vicinity of suspicious look-

The town was under guard. All 

were picketed save the German quarter, the 
commander cif the Falke refusing to send 
men ashore for this purpose. No one was 
allowed to go on ghore with or without 
passport. A party from the Haurata, includ- 
ing myself, went aboard the Philadelphia, 
where we were entertained royally., We 
found the officers a charming set of men 
who exerted themselves in every way to 
make us enjoy ourselves. : 

‘““Malietoa, the uncrowned native king, as 
you Know, was on board the Porpoise for 
some time previous to his coronation. TI met 
him and found him an exceedingly intelli- 
gen? young man of, I should say, twenty- 
two years or thereabouts. In appearance he 
is prepossessing, being tall and lithe, with 
clear, copper-colored skin and good feat- 
ures. He didn't seem particularly {mpress- 
ed with the prospect of coming formally 
into the possession of a kingdom, 

“Until the day of the coronation I did not 
€0 on shore for the reasons I have given, 
and consequently I can give no accurate 
account of what was going on. We heard 
Vague, indefinite rumors of engagements, 
but there was no way to estimate their im- 
portance. The natives have a Way of fight- 
ing peculiarly their own. An engagement 
may, take place and many warriors lose 
their lives and no one be any the wiser, the 
dead bodies* being carried off by the Sa- 
moans into the brush.

the situation was grave. The Hot-*] Tivol! 
was mined with guncotton and from the 
vessels the town presented a warlike aspect, 
With the armed marines from the British 
gunboats patrolling the 
Streets, and the gatling guns from both 
vessels stationed at regular intervals. Cap- 
tain Sturdie was constantly on the Jlook- 
out for any uprising and his vigilance in 
patrolling the coast and sending desultory 
shots in the vicinity of suspicious camps did 
much to prevent an open outbreak. He was 
thorough master of the situation and every- 
Where I found the greatest confidence felt 
in him. The Germans, on the contrary, 
wcre regarded with the greatest suspicion. 

“On March 22d we went ashore to wit- 
ness the coronation of Malletoa. The party 
Consisted of the American rear admiral, 
Kantz, the commander of the Philadelphia, 
Captain Sturdie, of the Porpoise, a com- 
vany of marines from both vessels and the 
American and the British bands. 

“Headed by the two bands, the party 
marched to Inulinu, the native Village, 
Where Malietoa lived. At his house a halt 
Was made and a kava drinking induiged 
in. Kava is the native Samoan beverage. 
Jt is a liquor.made from the roots of one 
of the numerous tropical plants peculiar to 
the island, and is quite pleasant to the 
taste and non-intoxicating. It is brewed 
in large earthen vessels, and the natives 
Use cocoanut cups in drinking it. After 
the drinking bout—an indispensable cere- 
mony when the crowning of a King is the 
occasion—the coronation ceremonies took 
Place. They were simp.e, but -impressive, 
the Samoan flag was run up and three 
cheers of the natives, who swarmed 
around the guard of honor thick as files; 
the national Samoan anthem, a peculiar, 
Weird sounding tune, was played, followed 
by the “Stars and Stripes,” and “God: Savé 
the Queen.’ The’ Philadelphia, the Por- 
poise and the Royalty fired -salutes from 
the bay, and the ceremonies were at an 
end. It is a significant fact that the Ger- 
man vessel, the Falke, did not fire the cus- 
tomary salute. 

“On the 24th I satied for Honolulu, and it 
Was not until my arrival in this country 
that I heard of the massacre of the Ameri- 
can and British soldiers. Two of them, 
Lansdale and Monaghan, I knew well. The 
hostile attitude of the followers of Mataafa 
prepared me for the news of such a catas- 
trophe, however, and I was not at all sur- 
prised. 

“Honolulu is a beautiful city, and is fast 
becoming Americanized. As soon as I ar- 
rived there the two local papers, The Bulle- 
tin and The Star, got wind of the fact that 
I had been at Apia, and I was interviewed 
at jength on the situation. ’ 

“From Honolulu I came direct to San 
Francisco, and from thence to Atlanta.”’ 

Mr. Snider will remain in the city for 
Some days before leaving for the north. 
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Th> morning services at Trinity church 
yesterday were of an unusually interesting 
character. Dr. Stradley preached an earn- 
est and eloquent sermon to one of the larg- 
est congrigations that has attended for 
some titre. The church was crowded be- 
fore the services began and many found 
difficulty in finding seats. 

The choir had prepared an excellent mu- 
sical programme and rendered it in a cred- 
itable manner, 

Dr. Stradley read for the lesson that 
part of the eleventh chapter of the gospel 
by St. John, whicn gives an account of the 
raising from the dead of Lazarus, and an- 
nounced as his text a part of the thirty- 
ninth verse, “Take ye away the stone.” 
He reviewed the narrative and applied the 
salient points to the spiritual condition of 
many in our midst who are dead in sin 
and whom Christ would raise to life if the 
stones intervene between Him and them 
were but taken out of the way. 

He said that many of these, like Lazarus, 
have been dead so long that putrifaction 
has set in and they stink in the nostrils 
of their best friends; nevertheless their 
case is not hopeless since Jesus stands in 
the midst Saying, ‘“‘Take ye away the 
stone.” 

For divisions Dr. Stradley put. this em- 
phasis on two words, ‘‘ye’ and “stone.” 

He said that there was a human as truly 
as these was a divine agency in salvation; 
that we could not save ourselves without 
God, and that God could not save us with- 
out our own co-operation. If the friends 
had not waived their objections and ob*y- 
ed the divine command, Lazarus would 
Still be sleeping in his grave in the hill 
of Bethlehem, and likewise, if we. do not 
trust God and strive to get the hindrances 
out of the way, our loved ones will never 
see spiritual life. 
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“Christian Suffering’’ was the theme of 
a strong sermon delivered by Dr. Holderby 
yesterday morning. He said that Christians 
would be required to endure suffering be- 
fore they could claim the rewards of re- 
ligion which Christ’s sufferings have pur- 
chased for them. But he said that while 
Christianity imposes a yoke upon us, the 
yoke does not add a burden, but is intended 
to lighten the weight of human sorrow 
otherwise almost unbearable. 

The sermon was based upon these two 
kindred verses: ‘‘For even. hereunto were 
ve called: because Christ also suffered for 
us, leaving us an example that ye should 
follow His steps.’”’ “He that saith he 
abideth in Him ought himself also so to 
walk. even as He walked.”’ 

“We are apt to forget,’’ said Dr. Holder- 
by, ‘“‘that redemption consists of two parts: 
Christ bearing our guilt on the cross and 
our crucifixion with Him. both essential! 
to our salvation. Some make a fatal error 
at this point. Christ came to the earth 
not only to atone for our sins and make

our salvation pessible, but to set us an ex-, 


if we do not follow, we will 
never feach heaven. We are not to follow 
Abraham. or Moses. or Paul, but Jesus 
Christ, the Son of the living God.”

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Dr. Landrum preached at both the morn- 
ing and evening services at the First Bap- 
tist church yesterday. The sermon at the 
morning service was on ‘“Judement,’’ and 
contained some new ideas on the eternal 
life. 

Dr. Landrum dwelt upon the manner in 
Which the courts. of the present day are 
conducted and intimated that they were 
inadequate, prejudiced and partial. In part 
Dr. Landrum said: 

“Our race is well-nigh' unanimous on 
two convictions. One is the belief that the 
soul is immortal; the other is the belief 
that the immortal soul will be judged. 

“Mankind in all ages has demanded a 
final and infallible supreme court to pro- 
nounce upon the characters of men. From 
all courts, state, national and international, 
our of justice makes appeal. Our 
natures clamor for a court where God 
Shall preside. We demand a judge in the 
presence of whose omniscience the vile 
shall not be exalted nor the righteous trod- 
den down; a judge who cannot be bought, 
sold or deceived: a judge whose decision 
is without partiality and from which there 
can be no escape or appeal. 

“Deny if you dare the acctrine of fu- 
tvre judgment, but remember you are atrik- 
ing a senseless blow at reason and revela- 
tion, 

“The judgment is a necessity to meet the 
demands of the universal conscience. Ref- 
erence of every moral action to an eternal 
standard, revisal of every individual lifa 
by supreme authority {fs all imbedded in 
the crecd of the race. Egypt, Greece, Rome, 
China, all peoples civilized and uncivilized, 
agree that there must he a judge by whom 
the dead will be assigned to appropriate 
places in the eternal iife. 

‘“‘Heaven and hell are essential doctrines 
in all religicns, because there must be a® 
providing for the natural results of weil- 
directed or misdirected conscience and cone 
duct in this world. 

“Humanity, wearied and disgusted as it 
is with human courts and customs, human 
partiality and prejudice, human injustice 
and oppression, human sham and _ hollow- 
ness, tifts up its voice and piteously ap- 
peals to the judgment of the last time to 
the day of final account. to the infallible 
decisions of the Almighty God.”

In the com- 
mitteemey follow their convictions on this 
subject, as expressed in The Constitution 
soms weeks the ordinance will cer- 
tainly be given an unfayorable report. 

Following is the standing of the commit- 
teemen on this important question: 

CHAIRMAN MAYSON: “Favor open ses- 
sions as a gereral rule, but think the 
board of education should ha¥e charge of 
its own meetings entirely, and should not 
be dictated ‘to.’ d 

ALDERMAN TURNER Is against secret 
sessions. selieves’ in executive sessions 
when necessary. Will probably vote for 
ordinance, 

COUNCILMAN HAMMOND thinks the 
ordinance a reflection on the board of edu- 
cation, and will in all probability vote 
against it. oo 

COUNCILMAN MADDOX is for the meas- 
ure and will favor a report recommending 
its passage, : 

COUNCILMAN DOZIER has stated he 
favored open sessicns, with executive ses- 
sions when necessary. Will probably sup- 
port the ordinance. 

The foregoing apinions are gleaned from 
the interviews from these gentlemen pub- 
lished recently in The Constitution, There 
are only two members of council that would 
oppcse the move for open sessions, and they 
are on t#e ordinance committee. The coun- 
cil is overwhelmingly opposed to doing the 
city’s business behind closed The 
action of the ordinance committee and the 
council this afternoon wil] be watched with 
interest. 

The séssion of the council today does not 
promise to be of unusual interest. It Was

Remains Were Laid To Rest Yester- 
day at Quiet Oakland. 


HAD AN INTERESTING HISTORY 


eee a 


She Remembered the Great Napoleon 
and Passed Throug hthe Seige 
of Atlanta. : 


The remains of Miss Josephine Marton, 
who died Saturday at the home of her 
niece, Mrs. John W. Stokes, in West End, 
at the ripe old age of ninety-four years, 
were laid to rest at Oakland yesterday 
afternoon. The funeral was conducted 
from the Church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, of which the deceased had been 
a member for a number of years. 

The following were the pallbearers: L. 
DeGive, A. McD. Wilson, Dr. Van Goidtsno- 
ven, Martin H. Dooly,. James F. O'Neill, 
John J. Doonan and J. J. Donnelly. 

Miss Marion was a remarkable woman 
and had passed through the times of his- 
tory making. She was born in the town 
of Nantes, Brittany, in 18065. 

When a small child her family came to 
this country and settled at Charleston, 
S. C. There she grew to womanhood and 
was considered one of the belles of the 
city. Im 1852 she moved to Atlanta and 
took up her eesidence with her sister, Mrs. 
Odena, 

Her brother-in-law died and shortly af- 
ter his wife followed him, leaving her 
children to the care of Miss Marion, who 
became a second mother to them. Of 
these orphan children two are living— 
Fred Odena, of Detroit, and Mrs. John W. 
Stokes, of this city. By careful saving 
and with the aid of her needle Miss Ma- 
rion managed to vollect' a good sum of 
money, and with’ this she purchased a 
small lot on Whitehall street and erected 
a house. 

She was living there during the sicge of 
Atlanta, and it was in this house that 
She had one of the most interesting ex- 
periences of her life. One day. while Sher- 
man was bombarding the city she was 
Seated in her bedroom sewing when a 
large shell crashed through the side of 
the house and struck the chair in which 
she Was sitting. The missile carried away 
the legs of the chai¢ and the concussion 
of the shell bruised her left side. She was 
thrown to the floor, but beyond a few 
slight scratches escaped without serious 
injury. 

After breaking the chair the shell tore 
a large hole in the floor and imbedded it- 
self in the ground under the house. Miss 
Marion used to tell this story of her narrow 
escape with a great deal of pleasure. The 
house is still standing, but passed from 
the ownership of Miss Marion several years 
ago. 

She was a close friend of General La: 
fayette and his wife and was acquain‘ed 
with many of the most prominent persons 
of the ante-bellum period. She was a first 
cous.n of General Marion. She was thor- 
oughly familiar with all of the great wars 
of this century, ang her stories of those 
times were of a most interesting nature. 
She possessed a remarkable memory up 
to the moment of her death and eould 
recall names and famous incidents with 
apparent ease. The great Napoleonic wars, 
the famous battle of Waterlod, the war of 
1812, the Mexican war, the civil war and 
the Spanish-American war occurred during 
her life. 

About eight years ago she fel] ang broke 
her h.p and from that. accident became 
an invalid. She was confined to her bed 
and suffered a great deal, but always bore 
her miSfortune without complaining. She 
possessed a gentle nature and always ap- 
peared in excellent spirits. Her character 
was that of a noble Christian woman and 
she was noted for the great interest she 
showed in all church work.

Last night about 9 o’clock one of the 
negro gamblers who recently shot Police- 
man John Flynn, jumped: from the patrol 
wagon while he was under arrest, and, 
after throwing the guard to the ground, 
drew his pistol to keep back the crowd and 
then made his escape. 

The affair occurred at the 
Peachtree and Marietta streets 
ated considerable excitement. 

Policeman Flynn was shot by a crowd of 
negro crap shooters a week ago while he 
was on his way to the police barracks. The 
negroes were gambling in the middle of 
the street at night under an arc light. 
They thought the officer was after them and 
began to shoot with their pistols. Officer 
Flynn was severely wounded in the leg. 

Yesterday Detective John Harris learned 
that one of the negroes would be on Mar- 
letta street during the evening and the 
police were notified’ to look out for him.
